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Beliefs on crime 


Ev er since their profession was 
giv en a name, penologists hav e been 
confronted with a cu riou s fact: Pu n­ 
ishment work s best with those who 
need it least. 
A man who shoots his wife’s 
paramou r in a blind rage may nev er 
hav e committed a crime before and 
will nev er commit another as long as 
he liv es. The same may be tru e of a 
man who, panic-strick en by person­ 
al debts, su ccu mbs to temptation 
and embezzles fu nds from his em­ 
ploy er. 
Both are sent to prison becau se 
society cannot tolerate su ch v iolence 
and dishonesty , and as lessons to po­ 
tential mu rderers and embezzlers. 
Yet bey ond satisfy ing certain 
needs of society and possibly of the 
criminals themselv es, who may feel 
they hav e “a debt to pay ,” of what 
u se is their pu nishment? Certainly 
not rehabilitation, for they are as fit 
to re-enter society on the day of their 
sentencing as they will be 10 y ears 
after it— and perhaps more so. 
It is otherwise with the career 
criminal, the man who has been in 
and ou t of trou ble since childhood 
and in and ou t of reformatories and 
prisons since he was a teen-ager. 
For him— and he is in the v ast ma­ 
jority — pu nishment is a degrading 
and embittering and hardening ex ­ 
perience. 


Rarely is the career criminal 
able to admit his own gu ilt, or if he 
does, rarely does he accept respon­ 
sibility for it. It is, as any nu mber of 
sociologists and psy chologists will 
hasten to assu re him, society ’s fau lt. 
(Strange how society is blamed 
for the tens of thou sands of persons 
in prison, y et society gets no credit 
for the tens of millions who hav e 
nev er been and nev er will be in pris­ 
on.) 
Ev en rarer is it for this k ind of 
criminal to feel any responsibility 
for the welfare of his v ictim or his 
v ictim’s family , to v ow that he will 
try to mak e amends for what he may 
hav e done. 


This shou ld be a part of rehabili­ 
tation, y et ou r laws do not ev en hav e 
any prov isions for encou raging the 
man who wishes to mak e amends. 
Of late, a new dimension has been 
added to all the other problems of 
penology — political radicalization. 
‘‘Political radicalization is be­ 
coming more commonplace in 
American prisons and the state au ­ 
thorities in charge of prisons are 
hav ing to become more aware of the 
concept in dealing with prisoners 
who see their criminal offenses as 
strictly political acts,” said Race 
Relations Reporter a week before 
the shoot-ou t at San Qu entin in which 
“Soledad Brother” George Jack son 
was k illed. 
Jack son, the No. 1 ‘‘political 
prisoner” in America in some ey es, 
is now the No. 1 political marty r. 
Wrote jou rnalist Tad Szu lc after 
an interv iew with Jack son, shortly 
before his death: 
“The conv ict-politicizing process 
obv iou sly meshes with the growing 
opinion among prisoners and ou tside 
radicals, inclu ding ideologically 
motiv ated lawy ers and criminolo­ 
gists, that most crimes committed in 
the United States, particu larly by 
minorities and poor whites, are es­ 
sentially ‘social’ and ‘political’ in 
natu re. This is so, the argu ment 
ru ns, becau se su ch crimes deriv e 
from sociological and political con­ 
ditions in the cou ntry .” 
The same sort of nonsense was 
tak en as an article of faith by the ar­ 
chitects of the Commu nist rev olu ­ 
tion in Ru ssia. 
It is worth noting that not only 
hav e millions been imprisoned or li­ 
q u idated in the U.S.S.R. for political 
“crimes,” bu t that more than 50 
y ears after the ov erthrow of czarist 
oppression, there are proportionate­ 
ly ju st as many bandits, bu rglars, 
rapists, mu rderers and garden-v a- 
riety crook s in Ru ssian jails as there* 
ev er were. 
Crime is not as simple as some 
people, inclu ding criminals, wou ld 
hav e u s believ e. 
Berlin Wall crack 
“It was a su nny , warm su mmer 
day . Many people were ou t on 
picnics or ex cu rsions. It was a 
Su nday , the 13th of Au gu st, 1961.” 
Federal Repu blic Chancellor 
Willy Brant reminisces in the West 
German magazine “ Stern.” On 
Au gu st 13, 196i, Brandt was may or 
of a place called West Berlin. 
“The mind did not want to accept 
what the ey es beheld,” he writes. “A 
gib military task force of the (East 
German) People’s Army was sent 
into the eastern sector of the city . On 
the sector bou ndary , concrete stak es 
were rammed into the street, spik ed 
chev au x -de-frise were installed, and 
the whole thing was link ed u p with 
barbed wire . . . ” 
In the three day s between the 
u nrolling of the first stretch of wire 
and the lay ing of the first concrete 
block , the West, in Brandt’s opinion, 
missed a chance to negotiate an 
agreement with the Sov iet on the 
statu s of West Berlin and of the 
rights of West Berliners. 
Be that as it may , after 10 y ears 
of the ex istence of the Wall and after 
recu rring crises, su ch an agreement 


has at last been reached between the 
fou r one-time Allied powers of the 
United States, the U.S.S.R., Britain 
and France. 
“No one shou ld forget those who 
hav e died at the Wall,” say s Brant. 
“And no one shou ld forget that there 
is still shooting at the Wall today . 
Bu t protest against this shou ld not 
become a moral alibi for tu rning 
one’s back on responsibility for the 
mu ch more difficu lt task : despite 
the Wall, of creating conditions 
throu gh which the firing is ended.” 
The Wall will not disappear by 
itself, say s Brandt, bu t only when 
the div ision of Eu rope, of which the 
Wall is the “absu rd and u nnatu ral” 
sy mbol, is ended. 
The day when that div ision can 
end is still far distant, and will be so 
long as half the popu lation of Eu rope 
has no v oice in deciding the k ind of 
political sy stem it liv es u nder. 
Bu t the fou r-power accord on 
West Berlin, if only a small step 
toward that day , is a major step 
away from the threat of war that has 
hu ng ov er Eu rope for many more 
than 10 y ears. 
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The Kennedy pattern: 
night clubs, bad manners

When Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
arriv es in Miami for the 1972 con­ 
v ention, the chances are that he will 
proceed to spend his time pu b crawl­ 
ing and insu lting his notes.

Bu t his recent jau nt to India indi­ 
cates that he considers the old way s 
the best way s. Bou nd for Pak istan 
with a retinu e of aides, press, and 
politicians. Sen. Kennedy 's grand- 
standing won him some good head­ 
lines. Bu t its attack s on the Pak ista­ 
ni gov ernment were so blatant that 
it withdrew its inv itation. 
That he chose India as the base 
for these attack s indicates his u tter 
ignorance of world affairs. Relations 


nary good manners. And so he nev er 
dev eloped the antenna to sense the* 
reaction of others to his ru deness. 
A United States senator can get­ 
away with this—particu larly a Keh- 
nedy who is protected by a lov ing 
press and a cou ntry which remenft-, 
bers the tragic ev ents of Dallas an$, 
Los Angeles. Bu t as a Presidential 
candidate, if he becomes one, and as 
President, if he mak es it, Teddy 
Kennedy will be liv ing u nder the 
continu ou s glare of pu blic interest.' 
What he say s and does will hav e 
great and potentially dangerou s ef­ 
fect on the world and its leaders.' t 
Yet Mr. Kennedy goes his merry 
way withou t a thou ght of the fu tu re.

No amou nt of shielding by friendly 
reporters will allow him to escape 
this attention. This, of cou rse, is his 
problem.

trigger, so that it was sheer lu ck that 
Mr. Kennedy ’s actions did not jostle 
nerv ou s trigger fingers.

night clu b with a sex y Italian prin­ 
cess. 
Ev en Robert F. Kennedy , who 
cou ldn’t hav e won an embroidered 


doily for his tact, wou ld hav e k nown 
better than that. Bu t it was par for 
the cou rse that Edward M. Kennedy 
play s. His performance in Germany 
last spring was ev en worse. He ar­ 
riv ed 30 minu tes late for an impor­ 
tant appointment at the Chancel­ 
lery , 60* minu tes late for a reception 
giv en in his honor by the American 
ambassador, 90 minu tes late for a 
second reception, and 120 minu tes 
late for dinner with the Foreign Min­ 
ister. “He’s a tu rnip,” was the offi­ 
cial consensu s—a term of opprobri­ 
u m in German slang. 
(Mrs. Edward Kennedy ’s behav ­ 
ior was eq u ally cav alier. She nev er 
showed u p at one reception in her 
honor, and allowed the may or of 
Bonn and other officials waiting 40 
minu tes, then appeared in blu e jeans 
as if v isiting peasants.) 
Senator Kennedy , obv iou sly , has 
nev er learned that pu nctu ality is the 
cou rtesy of k ings, that people are 
made to feel demeaned when they 
are forced to wait for the carelessly 
tardy appearance of their gu ests. 
Bu t as the “baby ” of the Kennedy 
family , the senator was brou ght u p 
to believ e that he was abov e ordi-

carefu lly at the figu re 8.1 That’s the 
percentage the av erage American is 
now sav ing ou t of his income—2 to 
2.5 percentage points higher than 
normal.

Nix on’s 
economists aim at. They say it is the 
fox in the chick en coop, the reason 
recov ery is limping, not booming 
along. 
Nix on’s men say if Americans— 
all of u s—were spending as mu ch of 
ou r incomes as we cu stomarily hav e 
done, this wou ld fu el the economy 
another $14 billion annu ally . 
Increased spending wou ld in tu rn 
spu r bu sinessmen to boost their 
pu rchases of new plant and mac­ 
hinery . 
Ex cept for consu mer spending, 
the economy is coming along nicely . 
So mu ch so that one of this cou ntry ’s 
most respected economists has told 
this reporter that if we consu mers 
had been spending at the normal 
percentage rate these past 12 
months, we’d hav e recov ery by now. 
Cou nting indirect effects, the 
Gross National Produ ct wou ld be u p 
$25 billion. 
Nix on’s proposed increase in 
personal income tax ex emptions 
won’t y ield any comparable su m. 
Nor will scratching the federal tax 
on au tomibiles. This is comeon 
money , the President’s own v ariety 
of psy chological warfare aimed at 
stirring the consu mer ou t of his 
fears. 
There’s great deal of argu ment 
here ov er why the consu mer isn’t 
spending. Economists this reporter 
has talk ed to argu e it’s a matter of 


confidence. 
The 
consu mer is 
worried. He’s holding his spending 
to essentials becau se he doesn’t 
k now what is arou nd the corner. The 
high rate of u nemploy ment bothers 
him. Will he hav e a job nex t month? 
Inflation chills him. He wants to 
mak e certain he has enou gh fu nds to 
meet his basic bills. 
Then there’s the general u ncer­ 
tainty —v iolence in the streets, 
narcotics, racial tensions, the war, 
the crisis in the Middle East—a 
feeling we’re drifting nationally , 
with a lack of strong leadership in 
the White Hou se. Uncertain peo­ 
ple spend less. 
No one k nows whether Nix on s 
program will ease these fears, 
create confidence and send con­ 
su mers flock ing to spend their 
money . Bu t it is certain what he’s 
aiming at. 
The Kissinger mission to China 
was intended to show imaginativ e 
leadership, ease domestic tension 
ov er Vietnam and the shak y world 
situ ation. 
Nix on’s 
dramatized 
driv es 
against dope, crime on the streets 
and employ ment for 
Vietnam 
v eterans was aimed at diffu sing 
incertainty and emphasizing that 
the President has a firm grip on the 
reins. 
Nix on’s pack age of economic 
measu res was to be the clincher- 
shock ing enou gh to jolt the con­ 
su mer into the confidence that his 
President was master of the situ ­ 
ation, determined to lick inflation 
and to prev ent u nfair foreign ex ­ 
change rates and trade barriers 
from tak ing jobs from Americans.

'Whither thou

WASHINGTON - President 
Nix on has made sev eral appear­ 
ances in a wide v ariety of states this 
su mmer, and ev ery where he has 
gone he has been greeted by sizable 
and enthu siastic crowds. 
Pictu res and telev ision films of 
the President being welcomed at an 
airport by a smiling throng or shak ­ 
ing hands with a friendly tu ba play er 
help to create the illu sion of close 
pu blic contact and commu nication, 
ev en thou gh the reality is something 
considerably less. 
The President has been seek ing 
to demonstrate that he is not isolated 
inside the White Hou se, that he is 
more popu lar with ordinary people 
than the national opinion polls and 
his critics su ggest, and that he is still 
a formidable candidate to beat in 
1972. The crowds hav e been an es­ 
sential v ehicle toward this end. 
It is political show bu siness, and 
means little. 
President John Kennedy u sed to 
say , “Crowds don’t mean any thing— 
ex cept when they aren’t there.” 
Crowds do not appear by magic, 
for President Nix on, for any other 
political figu re, or ev en for a fou r­ 
headed monster. They appear be­ 
cau se trained adv ance men hav e 
gone to a lot of trou ble, and some­ 
times considerable ex pense, to pu b­ 
licize the pending ev ent, inv olv e as 
many factions and organized grou ps 
in town as possible, and ev en ar­ 
range the bu ses to hau l people there 
if necessary . 
It is only when the adv ance men 
fail that one gets a big message—to 
the effect that either the adv ance 
men are inefficient or the stellar at­ 
traction so dreadfu l that no amou nt 
of ex ertions can produ ce a crowd. 
It is fashionable these day s to de­ 
bate whether telev ision has made it 
u nnecessary for a President—or 
Presidential candidate—to spend 
mu ch time going to the people and 
trav eling abou t the cou ntry . Crowd- 
manship is ou tdated, so the theory 
goes, becau se TV offers a q u ick , 
easy and controlled way to reach 
millions of v oters instead of the 
mere hu ndreds that might tu rn ou t 
in person. A candidate can cam­ 
paign antiseptically , nev er ru bbing 


elbows with a crowd or risk ing the, 
danger of a misstatement in the heat 
of a face-to-face ex change, nev er, 
leav ing the ev en climate of the TV 
control room. 
President Nix on, in fact, ex peri­ 
mented heav ily with this approach 
in his 1968 campaign. While he trav ­ 
eled a great deal, he was u su ally 
whisk ed from airport to hotel, from 
hotel to closed meetings, from 
closed meetings to closed TV ap­ 
pearances, from there to an official, 
telev ised dinner. Seldom did he hav e 
direct contact with large nu mbers of 
ordinary people. 


He appears now to hav e modified 
this reliance u pon telev ision some­ 
what, at least du ring the lazy day s of 
this su mmer. His motiv es are u n­ 
dou btedly mix ed. He has been stu ng 
by criticism that he is aloof and in­ 
sensitiv e to hu man needs; sy mboli­ 
cally , at least, mix ing among 
crowds is a way of say ing it isn’t so. 
He tried an ex tended period of tele­ 
v ision ex posu re last winter, concen­ 
trating u pon appearances designed 
to “hu manize” him, and he dropped 
in the polls for his pains. 
He also gets a genu ine lift of spir­ 
it from facing an enthu siastic 
throng. All Presidents, and most 
politicians, do. Being hu man, they - 
lik e to see some demonstration that; 
they are appreciated, ev en if they - 
k now their own staff men arranged- 
it. 
: 
In addition the President’s brief; 
trips, while ostensibly to reach ou t to* 
all the people, also offer the oppor-^ 
tu nity to meet priv ately with locals 
politicians in order to deliv er a littleC 
peptalk , soothe ov er griev ances, and! 
raise fu nds. This Nix on has done iiC 
Kansas, Iowa, Indiana, Idaho, Illi-* 
nois, Tex as, and New York . 
It is u nlik ely that nex t y ear the; 
Presidential candidates will feel- 
free to abandon the old game 
competing for the largest crowds^ 
ev en thou gh they k now it is essen" 
tially meaningless. There might be 
that one v oter ou t there who, in spite * 
of ev ery thing, associates national; 
leadership with the size of tbe~ 
crowd.

Says:

Dear Dr. Lamb— Wo u ld y o u 
p lease tell me what to d o to sto p 
hav ing blo o d p o iso ning so o f­ 
ten? I hav e had it three times in 
the last two mo nths. 
Co u ld the liv er hav e any thing 
to d o with it? 
So res d o no t heal fast. It takes 
a week fo r a scratch to heal. 
Dear Read er— Blo o d p o iso n­ 
ing means a lo t o f d ifferent 
things to p eo p le. Strictly sp eak­ 
ing, blo o d p o iso ning means in­ 
fectio u s agents in the blo o d ­ 
stream circu lating thro u gho u t 
the bo d y . No rmally , the blo o d 
kills o rganisms, bu t so me are 
stro ng eno u gh to withstand the 
bo d y ’s no rmal d efense mecha­ 
nisms. We call an infectio n o f 
the blo o d a “sep ticemia”— sep ­ 
sis in the blo o d . This may no t 
p ro d u ce any ex ternal signs o f 
an infectio n in terms o f swelling 
o r red streaks o n the skin. 
An infected to o th may , fo r ex ­ 
amp le, release bacteria into the 
blo o d stream. If a p erso n has a 
d amaged heart v alv e, this can 
cau se bacterial end o card itis- 
bacterial inflammatio n o f the 
insid e o f the heart. Then bac­ 
teria may be released into the 
blo o d stream. 
Many p eo p le call a lo cal in­ 
fectio n o f the finger, hand o r 
elsewhere “blo o d p o iso ning” 
when it gets red and if there are 
red marks ex tend ing o u t fro m 
the infectio n. These red streaks 
are inflamed ly mp h v essels in 
mo st instances. It d o es no t 
mean that bacteria are circu ­ 
lating in the blo o d stream 
thro u gho u t the bo d y , as in sep ­ 
ticemia. It u su ally means the 
infectio n has no t been lo calized 
o r walled o ff by natu re’s u su al 
d efense mechanisms and the 
infectio n may sp read fu rther. 
Su ch a sp read ing o f infectio n 
d eserv es immed iate attentio n. 
Why are so me p eo p le mo re 
likely to hav e u nco ntro lled in­ 
fectio ns o f this ty p e? Each o f u s 
has d ifferent d egrees o f immu ­ 
nity o r p ro tectio n against infec­ 
tio ns. We kno w that so me p eo ­ 
p le are mo re likely to catch a 
co ld than o thers. This is a char­ 
acteristic o f o u r o wn immu ne 
mechanism. Ind iv id u als who 
are in p o o r health fro m lack o f 
ad eq u ate nu tritio n are tho u ght 
to hav e less resistance to infec­ 
tio n. A p erso n with d iabetes is 
mo re ap t to hav e “bo ils” and 
o ther infectio ns. Again, the 
bo d y ’s d efenses are no t what 
they sho u ld be. Any o ne hav ing 
rep eated infectio ns d eserv es to 
hav e a carefu l check fo r d ia­ 
betes and a rev iew o f his d iet to 
be su re he is getting eno u gh o f 
the essential nu trients.

FT. MEADE, Md. (AP) - 
“At no tim e were civilians 
gath ered togeth er and killed by 
Ch arlie Com pany ,” Col. Oran 
K. Henderson wrote h is com ­ 
manding general five weeks 
after th e My Lai m assacre. 
Th e first 
public quotation 
from 
H enderson’s 
April 
24, 
1968 , report was read W ednes­ 
day at a court-m artial wh ere 
th e form er brigade com m ander 
faces ch arges of try ing to con­ 
ceal “th e intentional infliction 
of death or injury upon non- 
com batants.” 
Henderson, in th e 
1 %-page 
report to Maj. Gen. Samuel W. 
Koster, wh o com m anded th e 
Americal Division, said h e a r ­ 
rived at th e conclusion after in­ 
terviewing four officers. 
But on th e witness stand one 
of th e four, Maj. Ch arles C. 
Calh oun, th e operations officer 
of Task Force Barker, said h e 
h ad never been questioned by 
Henderson about th e atrocities. 
“ I possibly could h ave been 
queried by Col. Henderson con­ 
cerning th e conduct of th e oper­ 
ation,” said Calh oun, now as­ 
signed at Ft. Monroe, Va. “ I 
don’t recall any questions about 
possible m isconduct in th e op­ 
eration.” 
Maj. Carroll J. Tich enor, th e 
prosecutor, asked, “Do y ou feel 
y ou would presently recall if 
y ou were questioned by Col. 
Henderson if people were gath ­ 
ered togeth er and

h oun said h e w asn’t questioned. 
Defense attorney Henry D. 
Roth blatt objected th at Tich ­ 
enor was try ing th rough ques­ 
tions “to suggest wh at h e can’t 
prove,” and noth ing furth er 
was read from th e letter.

30 da y s of an accident. 
The injured motorists, their 
pa sseng ers or those struck by 
an insured auto a re g uaranteed, 
swift pay ment of cla im s up to 


$2,000. 
! The plan 
further 
prov ides 
pay ment of up to $150 per week 
for lost w a g es and $12 a day for 
essentia l ex penses of unem­ 


ploy ed persons, such as for ba ­ 
by sitting . 
While sig ning the bill, Og ilv ie 
touched on another of his pet 
leg isla tiv e g oa ls: Implied con­ 
sent m ea sures. This leg islation 
failed to pa ss the General A s­ 
sem bly in the session which 
ended J une 30. 
“ Illinois is unique in failing 
to pass leg islation aimed at the 
drunken 
driv er-ev ery 
other 
sta te has such reg ula tions,” 
Og ilv ie said. 
The battle to pa ss an implied 
consent bill will be renewed in 
the leg isla ture when it recon­ 
v enes this Oct. 5. 
Under the pending leg isla tion, 
driv ers must 
a g ree upon

breath test for blood alcohol 
when request or lose their driv ­ 
ers license for up to 6 0 da y s. 
“ The problem is the w a ste of 
liv es, and I am hopeful that the 
leg isla tors will com e to g rips 
with the problem nex t m onth,’’

The g ov ernors said he be­ 
liev es his no-fault plan, which 
had bi-partisan support, would 
not erode responsibility of indi­ 
v idual driv ers beca use it’s a 


limited no-fault plan. 
This m ea ns that driv ers who 
a re found to be at fault in a cci­ 
dents in which there is a death, 
disfig urem ent, 
m a im ing 
or 
som e permanent disa bility may 
still be sued for the so-ca lled 
“ pain and suffering ” elem ents. 
Howev er, if lessor injuries 
are inv olv ed, the insured may 
receiv e one half of the first $500 
in m edica l ex penses for pain 
and suffering . Under the new 
law, this person could not sue 
for more in the courts. 
But if the m edica l ex penses 
were g rea ter than $500 and the 
injuries were not m ajor, the in­ 
jured could receiv e an amount 
equal to any thing abov e $500 in 
medical for pain and suffering . 
He could not sue for more. 
To 
determ ine 
lia bility , or 
fault, in these ca ses where pain 
and suffering or property da m ­ 
a g es w ere inv olv ed, the new 
law esta blishes procedures for 
arbitration under court super­ 
v ision. 
While Og ilv ie enacted the leg ­ 
islation, a g roup representing 
the Illinois auto insurance in­ 
dustry 
announced 
the 
com ­ 


panies would ex tend the no­ 
fault insurance to all policies 
on J an. 1, 19 72, rather than 
wait for ea ch renewal date. 
Like Og ilv ie, the insurance 
g roup spoke ca utiously about 
the possible effect on the new 
plan on insurance prem ium s. 
Og ilv ie would sa y only that 
the no-fault plan mig ht bring a 
reductions in the premiums. 
The Illinois Insurance Infor­ 
mation com m ittee sa id the in­ 
surance would be adjusted “ ap­ 
parently without additional cost 
to the policy holders for this 
broadened protection.” 
The major opposition to the 
no-fault plan wa s g enera ted by 
Illinois 
trial 
la w y ers 
who 
handle many of the personal in­ 
jury suits in court. The Illinois 
Trail La wy ers Association lob­ 
bied a g a inst the m ea sure.

Technology 
backlash

NEW YORK (AP) — Tech­ 
nolog y is relied upon to solv e 
the problems of indiv idual in­ 
dustries, such a s chem ica ls, to 
solv e socia l problems such as 
poor housing and pollution, and 
inflation throug h contributing to 
output per manhour. 
But 
technolog y 
a lso 
is 
scorned by som e of the sa m e 
people who ex press concern for 
these situations. And so, Dr. 
Wernher v on Braun of the Na ­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration is concerned. 
Calling the hostility “ irration­ 
a l,” Von Braun unloaded him ­ 
self in an a rticle written for the 
National Association of Manu­ 
fa cturers, in which he sa id the 
anti-technolog y feeling wa s es­ 
pecia lly prev alent among col­ 
leg e students. 
“ It is irrational precisely be­ 
ca use those most v ocal in their 
hostility toward science and 
technolog y are the v ery ones 
professing the g rea test concern 
about pov erty , poor housing , 
hung er and the quality of the 
env ironm ent,” he said. 
“ All of these problems of 
society depend in v a ry ing de­ 
g ree upon our technolog ical ca ­ 
pa bilities, and certainly on in­ 
crea sed productiv ity , for their 
solutions.” 
Most concepts and scientific 
knowledg e, he continued, “ take 


y ea rs from the tim e a scientist 
form ula tes them and they enter 
the technolog y until som e no- 
nonsense 
prag m atist 
com es 
along and turns the idea or 
knowledg e into a product and a 
flock of new jobs.” 
But by that time, Von Braun 
la m ented, “ ev ery one has for­ 
g otten, if he knew at a ll, that it 
wa s the scientist who sta rted it 
in the first pla ce.” 
Nowhere else in the world, 
the spa ce officia l sa id, a re sci­ 
ence and technolog y held in 
such low reg ard. 
“ All the so-called ‘ha v e-not’ 
countries in Africa and Asia 
a re stra ining their lim ited re­ 
sources to g ain what som e of 
our students seem bent on de­ 
stroy ing ,” he said. 
In the v iew of many industry 
and g ov ernm ent officia ls, the 
answer to the nation’s housing 
shorta g e lies 
in 
technolog y . 
They a rg ue that the local buil­ 
der, using old-fashioned, on-site 
methods, cannot fill the need. 
The answer to big production 
and low costs, they add, is to 
build houses in factories, where 
the a dv a nta g es of a ssem bly 
line techniques can be used, 
and then a ssem ble them in a 
matter of hours on the site. 
Modular and mobile home 
builders, who already use fa cto­ 
ry methods, cla im that ev en 
apartment houses can be a s­ 
sembled by stacking units side 
by side and atop each other.
